This ultimatum requires th a t all 
foreig ners be 
broug ht 
sa fely 
to 
American and British warships 
by 
10 o’clock tomorrow morning , else 
they , will open tire on Na nking and 
t r e a t it a s a military area. 
Word of the ultimatum 
reached 
the na v y 
department 
toda y 
from 
Admiral O. S. Williams, commander- 
in-chief of the Asia tic United Sta tes 
licet. Only a short time before 
he 
had messag ed tha t 
the 
Ca ntonese 
had killed or wounded American ci­ 
v ilians, and he (Willia ms) 
fea red 
the loss mig ht he ex tensiv e. 
The British cruiser Emerald 
aud 
the United 
Sta tes destroy ers 
Non 
and Preston had opened fire during 
the Ca ntonese a tta ck and sent la nd­ 
ing forces to aid foreig ners. All for­ 
eig ners a t the Sta nda rd Oil 
house 
were rescued, hut this did not a c ­ 
count for those rema ining 
in the 
citv . 


The two American destroy ers were 
hit ma ny times during the 
a tta ck.

org a niza tions Wednesda y nig ht 
the court house assembly 
the question wa s v iewed 
ang le. 
Dr. F. H. Brown, state“ v eterina r­ 
ian, attended tin* meeting and a n ­ 
swered questions in reg ard to 
the 
county a rea method of era dica tion, 
the probable 
cost, 
wha t 
results 
mig ht be ex pected and ev ery other 
pha se of the plan that 
wa s 
sug ­ 
g ested in the questions asked. 
The Rush County Farm 
Bureau, 
the Rushv ille Chamber of Commerce, 
and the Kiwa nis and Rotary , 
clubs 
of Rushv ille were represented. Three 
v eterina ria ns were a lso present. 
It was decided, if the work is un­ 
dertaken in Rush county , 
to ta ke 
the townships in the order of their 
interest in the project, so fa r a s 
it 
is economical from the sta ndpoint 
of the inspector’s time. 
Ten township farm bureaus ha v e 
a lrea dy endorsed 
the 
tuberculosis 
era dica tion project under the county 
a rea plan and none ha s rejected it.

Ans. The average time spent 
in

Dr. F. H. Brown, state veterinar- 


ian, attended the meeting and an- 
swered questions in regard to 
the 


county area method of eradication, 
the probable 
cost, what 
results 


might be expected and every other 
phase of the plan that 
was sug- 


gested in the questions asked. 


The Rush County Farm Bureau, 


the Bushville Chamber of Commerce, 
and the Khvanis and Rotary, <-lubs 
of Rushvilje were represented. Three 
veterinarians were also present. 


It was decided, if the work is un- 


dertaken in Hush county, 
to take 


the townships in the order of their 
interest in the project, so far as it 
is economical from the standpoint 
of the inspector's time. 


Ten township farm bureaus have 


already endorsed the 
tuberculosis 


eradication project -under the county 
area plan and none has rejected it. 


During- the discussion the follow- 


ing points were emphasized: . 


Tuberculosis in cattle is a menace 


to the live stock industry of Rush 
county. 


Tuberculosis of animals is com- 


municable to human beings. 


Tuberculosis in live stock ' in U. 


S. represents -an annual loss between 
$40,000,000 to $50,000,000, indirect- 
ly 'borne by farmers. 


Seventy train loads 
of 40 cars 


each of hogs and cattle 
are leon- 


demned for tuberculosis at only 5 
of our largest packing centers every 
years. 


A nice fat cow' may be a spreader 


both cattle and chickens. 


Milk from tuberculosis cows un- 


less properly pasteurized is danger- 
ous. 


A large, percent 
of tuberculous 


children •contract the disease from 
milk of tuberculous icows. 


The army, of hunchbacks 
and 


lame children is a living argument 
against the tuberculous cow. 


We have absolutely no right 'to 


neglect a condition that causes1 suf- 
fering and death among children. 


Hogs contract the disease from 


btoh cattle and chickens. 


A representative from one of the 


larger packing (concerns in Chicago 
made the statement last December 
that tuberculosis in hogs was caus- 
ing them 9e per hundredweight loss.

Some of the questions asked 'Were 


as follows: 


How soon after the appropriation 


is made can an inspector 'be provid- 
ed? 
," 


Ans. If your county council should 


make an appropriation to be used in 
eradication of 'bovine tuberculosis 
at their September, 1927, meetin 
I believe I would be safe in saying 
that the work conld be inaugurated 
during the spring of 1928. We will 
not go in a «onnty where there is 
strong opposition to the test, or 
where the people are playing poli- 
tics. We have too many counties 
waiting and interested. 


How much will this test cost? 
Ans. The average time spent in 


the counties already declared modi- 
.fied free areas was from one to two 
years. It has never cost a county 
more than'$5,500 to carry on this 
work for one year. It would cost 
the average taxpayer in Bush county, 
less than 44 cents per year or less 
than 7 «ents on each $1,000 worth of 
taxable property. 


How is this money spent? 
Ans. The county pays the inspec- 


tor who is detailed from this depart- 
ment t o their county to take charge 
of this work at the rate of $125 
per month. The remaining portion of 
his salary is paid by either the state 
or federal government as the inspec- 
tor status-may be. The county pays 
the inspector or inspectors at the 
rate of 10 cents per mile for each 
mile traveled in his personal 
ma- 


chine, in the execution of "his duties. 
Other expenses such as meals in the 
field, disinfectant, tags, office equip- 
ment, etc.. are paid out of 
county 


funds. 


What cattle are tested? 
Ans. cattle kept for dairy, and 


breeding purposes. Female feeding 
eattle must lie tested. Other feeding 
cattle or steers may 'be kept separ- 
ate from other cattle and 
under 


quarantine during the feeding period 
without testing. Farmers with flean 
herds are going to lie unwilling to 
cliank-e a T. B. spreader in their herd 
after it has once been 
declared 


clean. 


Your plan is all right, but should 


you stop with the first test? 


Ans. When all the eattle in the 


county have been tested, 
if the 


percentage of reactors, if found 
to 


run more than 1 percent, it will lie 
necessary to retest all the cattle in 
the county. Should the perccnage of 
reactors run less than 1 percent, in- 
fested herded only are 
retested. 


Such tests are Continued until the 
percentage of tuberculosis is reduc- 
ed to one-half of one percent 
or 


less. At such time the county is re- 
commended to the Bureau' of Animal 
Industry, Washington, 
D. C., for 


modification. When the bovine tuber- 
culosis in the county has reached 
this status, the state and govern- 
ment discontinue all tests in 
that 


county except infected hei-ds for 
a. 


period of 3 years, at which time it 
is necessary for an inspector to re- 
turn and apply additional tests, such 
tests being governed byj the percent- 
age of tuberculosis shown on 
the 


initial test of all the cattle in the 
county. 


How about local dairy men who 


must comply with a -city ordinance 
and test each year? 


Ans. If you have herd owners that 


desii-e to employ a veterinarian 
to 


test their cattle annually, in order 
to comply with certain milk ordin- 
ances, they may do so at their own 
expenses. However, if reatetors 
are 


revealed on such test, 
indemnity 


may be allowed, providing the re- 
acting animals -as well as herds in 
which they, have been found, 
have 


aeon handled according to law. 


How are reactors disposed of 
Ans. All reacting cattle are tagged 


and branded and appraised accord-- 
ing to law. The owners of these re- 
acting cattle are paid 
two-thirds 


the difference between the appraised 
value arid net salvage. The state 
will not pay over $40.00 for their 
one-third on a grade or more than 
$80.00 on their one-third of a pure 
bred. The federal government <will not 
pay over $25.00 for their one- 
third on a grade, or 
more 
than 


$50.00 on their one-third on a pure 
bred. Thus you can see that so far 
as indemnity is concerned from the 
state and government, it is not pos- 
sible to receive more than $65.00 
for a grade, nor more than $130.00 
for a pure bred plus the salvage. 


What about tuberculosis among 


soultry? 


Ans: The percentage 
of avain 


tuberculosis in Indiana varies some- 
what in different counties. However, 
you would be 'safe in saying that all 
counties north of the line drawn 
parallel east and west through the 
city o£ Indianapolis will show at 


least 10 i^cent of vthejfloeks in

Disarmament Prospects 


llisamiament negotiations, or ra- 


tlier deliberations, are now 
under 


way at Geneva. We have heard 
a 


great deal of talk about disarma- 
ment during the past 'five 
years. 


The prospect at Geneva is none too 
bright. The disarmament 
(jucstioii 


was taken up at a recent meeting 
and the delegates were not even able 
to agree oil "what constitutes arma- 
ments. 


One reason why disarmament is 


so difficult to achieve in Europe is 
that the European nations are still 
suspicious of OIK- another. It is 
not 


believed that all the 
geographical 


lines laid down by the 
Versailles 


treaty of peace can be made perma- 
nent,'at least without more trouble, 
and the nations interested are act- 
ing accordingly. 


But there is a greater reason why 


disarmament in Europe cannot 
be 


regarded as practical at this lime, 
and that reason lies in Soviet Uus- 
sia. So long as the communists con- 
trol Kussia and are bent on 
the 


cirtiimunizing of the rest 
of 
the 


world, the oilier European 
nations 


will mil lay down their arms. Even 
if Kussia were to send 
delegates 


to Geneva there is no 
assurance 


that the agreements entered into by 
these delegates would be carried out 
by Moscow. The communists are fa- 
natic's and do not believe that they 
are morally bound to keep 
agree- 


ments made with " capitalistic " gov- 
jrumcnts.

In the meantime the only practi- 


•al suggestion made was the one of.- 
fcred by the American government 
looking toward further naval disar- 
mament.
